Five Hundred Houses Destroyed, 
Many Damaged; Loss Put 
at $1,000,000. 


THOUSANDS HOMELESS 


Path of Storm 300 to 500 Feet 
Wide for 18 Blocks 
Through City. 


NEWCASTLE, Ind., March 12.—Nine- 
teen persons are known to have been 
killed and about 200 were injured in the 
tornado which swept through this city 
yesterday. Only a few of the injured 


had to be cared for in hospitals. Fully 
500 homes, most of them small frame 
atructures which the occupants were 
paying for by the installment plan, were 
destroyed or damaged beyond repair. 
Many others were damaged to a lesser 
extent. Estimates of the financial loss 
remain at about $1,000,000. 

The list of dead was considerably re- 
duced today when persons who had been 
listed as killed appeared, and there also 
were duplications of names. 

The city is under police and military 
guard. Several companies of the In- 
diana National Guard are patrolling the 
damaged district. 

All saloons were closed, by order of 
Mayor Watkins, and he also had all fac- 
tories closed today, so that the em- 
ployes could aid in clearing away the 
tornado debris. 

The tornado struck from the west. it 
swept through the width of the city 
from Sixth to Twenty-fifth streets. The 
first homes in its path were practically 
leveled, after which the wind apparently 
raised slightly, taking the roofs from 
houses from Tenth to Twentieth streets, 

where it again dipped, sweeping practi- 
cally every house before it to Twenty- 
fifth street. The greatest damage was 
done in the southern part of the city, 
where a great many factory employes 
reside and several thousand were made 
homeless. 

The deaths were in the seutheastern 
part of the city, where the wind ap- 
parently struck low. One fire occurred, 
M. M. Minch losing a drug store and 
later his home as a result. 

The tornado’s path was from 300 to 
500 feet in width for 18 blocks. Many 
persons escaped injury by rushing into 
Cellars.

Fifty-Nine Refugees Reach Zu- 
rich After 52-Hour Trip 
From Prison Camp. 


MOTLEY - LOOKING CREW 


Majority of Sailors in Fair Con- 
dition Despite Long Suffer- 
ing in Germany. 


ZURICH, Switzerland, Sunday, March 
11, via Paris, March 12.—Laden with 
cigars, cigarettes and food showered 


upon them by the hospitable Swiss, a9 
fof the Yarrowdale prisoners reached 


Zurich today. They arrived at the Ger- 
man frontier at Lindau yesterday after 
a trip of 52 hours from the prison camp 
at Brandenburg. 

The sailors, although emaciated, are 
in fair condition and confident that with 
a normal amount of food they soon will 
be themselves again. The party was 
met here by United States Consul-Gen- 
eral Keene, who asked them not to for- 
get that they were Americans and not 
to bring discredit on America by yield- 
ing to an understandable temptation to 
‘kick over the traces.“ 


Raider Was New Vessel. 
The men were distributed among sev- 


eral hotels until instructions arrived 
from Washington. Their personal ef- 
fects were lost when their ships were 
sunk and their wardfobes have been 
only partly replaced by makeshifts, 
Which made them a motley crew. Nev- 
ertheless, their stories were told not in 
a tone of complaint, but in a philosoph- 
ical way. ; 

The sailors said they were convinced 
that the raider which sank their vessel 
was the Ritze of Bremen.’ They de- 
scribe her as a new vessel of about 3000 
tons, Capable of 18 knots, equipped with 
one funnel, two masts, one false funnel, 
four torpedo tubes, seven rapid-firing 
guns and a wheelhouse, which was hid- 
den by the sides of the ship. 

Could Alter Appearance. 

The funnels had a device by which the 
stripes could be changed at will and 
the ship’s doors were so construeted as 
to cut off all light when they were 
open. The ship’s sides were 50 con- 
structed that- partitions of them could 
be automatically dropped and raised. 
The impression that the boat Was new 
and built for raiding purposes was 
heightened by the fact that she was 
equipped with steel cells below and, al- 
though looking like an old tramp, was 
really an armroed cruiser. 

The sailors said that the Yarrowdale, 
although ordinarily capable of only 10 
knots, had to make 14 at times, to escape 
capture. She was carefully mined so 
that she could be destroyed at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 

Meal Is First Request. 


| With their immediate needs, such as 


board and lodging, provided for, the 
next attention to be given the men will 
be to supply em with clothing. Their 
chief interest At first was in something 
to eat and almost immediately after 
their arrival they attacked with spirit 
such meals as the sympathetic hote! 
keepers could provide. 

Between bites the men told of the 
Severe treatment to which they had 
been subjected in the German prison 
camps at Neustrelitz. Dulmn and Bra- 
denburg, where they had been suc- 
cessively interned after having been 
brought into Swinemunde on the Yar- 
rowdale and where they, as Americans. 
they said, were apparently singled out 
from all others. 


Often Felt Guards’ Jests. 
During their stay in Germany they re- 


ported they had subsisted on one al- 
lowance of soup daily and had made 
their long journey to the border on one 
such meal. There was hardly one of 
them who at one time or another, they 
declared. had not felt the fist of Ger- 
man camp guard and the squad of 
five soldiers which brought them to the 
border had exercised the privilege of 
abusing them up to the last moment. 
The men tell of the terrible sufferings 
they underwent during a period of cold 
weather in Germany, due partly to lack 
of fuel, but more to the absence of 
shoes and clothing. Since their entrance 
into Switzerland, they say, they have 
been royally treated. ö

Last night's audience took these lines 
as the climax of the play's fun.

It is a daub, smeared on 
with a heavy brush. 

Alcoholic Motif Strong. 

Alcoholic comedy, delicately done and 
sparingly administered, has brightened 
some excellent plays. In this play it is 
supplied, not in retail or mail order 
fashion, but by the barrel. The loudest 
laughs came from those in the audience 
who realized most. definitely what a 
paralyzing concoction the pair were 
mixing for themselves. Whether this 
play could be made over to fit the un- 
derstanding of a bone-dry community, 
and whether such liquids as caffeine, 
vichy and orange juice could be substi- 
tuted for gin and two Kinds of ver- 
mouth is a question worthy the study 
of playwrights, or of bartenders. 

The cast is well chosen and interprets 
the play in the manner that seems to 
have been intended. John Cumberland 
effectively portrays a biand imbecile 
whose negative virtues are summed up 
in his wife's despairing exclamation that 
“Billy doesn’t do anything.” Francine 
Larrimore, as the other partaker of the 
cocktail, has an intoxicated role through 
the greater part of the play. William 
H. Sullivan, as the intoxicated woman's 
husband, has some amusing lines in the 
first act, bearing on lodges and their 
function as an allbi for a night off.” 
Olive May was very well suited to the 
part of the maid, who acted as nurse in 
a home psychopathic ward.

An examination of the German official figures 
as to the total amount of damage done by sub- 
marines since the great war began seems to prove 
conclusively that somebody, somewhere, is doing 
a lot of guessing. The aggregate loss to all | 
classes of shipping, hostile. as well as neutral, is 
put at a gross tonriage of 4,357,500. This would 
make an average loss of a little more than 150,000 
tops a month since Aug. 1, 1914. The German 
statement places the gross destruction of shipping 
at 336,000 tons for the month of January, or a 
little more than double the average monthly loss. 

Yet it was stated in the Reichstag the other day 
that the total destruction for February, first 
month of the new unrestrained submaritie cam- 
paign, would probably be considerably under 500,- 
000 tons, certainly nowhere near double the re- 
ported January destruction. 

The Germans say the total destruction of British 
vessels since the beginning of the war is a_little 
more than 3,300,000 tons, or about a seventh of 
the total British tonnage at the beginning of the 
war. The British, on the other hand, say that 
the total loss before the new campaign was some- 
what less than 1 per cent of the total. The British 
reports, moreover, do not show anything iike the 
German estimated destruction for the past four 
weeks. 

The two sets of figures are wholly irreconcila- 
ble. The only thing the neutral can do is try to 
decide which is more likely to be reliable, the 
British Admiralty and Lloyds or the German Ad- 
miralty and the individual submarine commander.

The one thing apparently certain about it is 
that the German general staff will postpone no 
longer than absolutely necessary an attempt to 
get a decision. This strengthens the growing im- 
pression that the supreme effort is to be made 
soon, Germany probably expects the submarine 
campaign to justify itself or fail by the time the 
weather is suitable for major land operations. 
Then will come the bid for a verdict.. Whether 
it is to be for Germany a Sadowa or a Gettysburg 
no man as yet may know.

man’s difficulties is to keep his feet and 
his head in the midst of all the waves 
of feminine adulation that beat up 
around him, and that have dragged 
many a weak man down into the sea of 
a church scandal. 

Considering that preachers, as a class, 
are neither better looking nor more in- 
telligent than their fellow men, the se- 
cret of their almost hypnotic power over 
women has always been a mystery to 
other men.

When a man wants to pay a woman 
a compliment, he invariably tells her 
how good looking she is. That is the 
one and only brand of flattery that 
he carries in stock, and he applies it 
where he desires to please, with a 
liberal hand over the fair or homely. 
And then he sits back with a con- 
tented mind, conscious of having done 
his best, and waits to see the woman 
grin like a chessy cat with pleasure. 

It never even occurs to him to 


‘| praise the woman’s mind or soul, or 


to really try to find out what she 
thinks on any subject more profound 
than what's the gayest cabaret in 
town or the newest two-step. 

It would astonish that man to death 
to know that. even the beauty would 
be a million times more flattered at 
having a man recognize that she had 
gray matter inside of her head than 
she is at having him praise the*gold- 


man is taking her for a fool as well 
as a frump. 

‘Lhe one compliment that goes to every 
woman's head like wine because she is 
so unaccustomed to it is the subtle fiat- 
tery of having a man appear eager to 
explore with her the curious laybrinths 
of the feminine mind. Every woman is 
by nature a vivisectionist, and there is 
nothing that she takes such a keen de- 
ght in as in analyzing her emotions 
and delving down into the very depths 
of her soul.
